Speaker Declares. 


Glowing tribute was paid to fatten 


soldiers of the Rainbow division by 
Prof. A. A. Trever of Lawrence col- 
lege in a memorial address in Elk hall 
Tuesday evening. His audience in- 
r'-jijev* members of the Appleton chap- 
ter of the Rainbow Division Veterans 
and a large number of relatives and 
friends. 


Dr. Trever described with masterly 


oratory the cause for which the he- 
roes of the Forty-second division had 
died. 
He- appealed to his audience 


for greater devotion to the principles 
of Americanism which would make 
thi<( a nation of service. He decried 
the efforts of Bolshevists and others 
to undermine the foundations laid >by 
the Pilgrims and statesmen of Amer- 
ica. 
Politicians who are preventing 


America from keeping her place of 
international helpfuless by isolating 
herself from the conferences of ad- 
justment in Europe were scored. 


Referring to the appropriateness of 


Washington's birthday as the date 
for the memorial service. Dr. Trever 
painted a glowing picture of how this 
first 
American 
would 
have been 


thrilled conld he have seen the new 
struggle for freedom. 


"Every true American may well be 


touched with eloquence when in the 
presence of the Rainbow dead." said 
the speaker. "Their deeds must make 
us stand a little straighter and lift 
our heads a little higher and feel a 
thrill of pride to be Americans. What 
better message can I bring you than 
to 
hold before you that 
genuine 


Americanism for which they fought 
and died, the Americanism of the Pil- 
KriniK, of Washington, of Lincoln to 
which your fallen comrades still sum- 
mon us today?" 


Four elements of Americanism for 


which the Rainbow heroes died were 
described by the speaker. They are 
freedom and genuine democracy, the 
spirit of progress, practical idealism, 
and national service. 


"This freedom of democracy that 


glorifies Americanism is not license," 
continued Dr. Trever. "It does not 
stand for lawlessness or the bolshe- 
vist tyranny of minorities. It grants 
no charter to do as you please regard- 
lees of public welfare. It repudiates 
class rule whether of classes over the 
masses or of masses over classes. It 
denies the Prussian 
principle that 


might makes right. It goes down to 
the very heart of life, and roots in 
the teachings of the Nazarene. They 
summon us today to build within our- 
selves this liberty, which sinks the 
merely selflsh interests out of sight, 
and seeks ,not class but public welfare. 


"The progressive spirit of Ameri- 


ca is not a. negative and destructive 
radicalism that would break entirely 
from the past. Neither is It reaction. 
It faces the future, not the pasj- There 
are still Chateau Thierrys to-be faced 
and . Argonne 
forests 
to be won. 


There is no end to possible advance 
once the spirit of progress catches 
a people." the speaker said. 


Speaking of practical idealism, Dr. 


Trever said: 


"I have slight patience with the 


cynical idea that the seal of our na- 
tion is the dollar sign. Genuine Amer- 
icans 
are incurable idealists, and 


moral Idealism has been one of the 
greatest motive forces in moulding 
our history. With our president, then 
the 
prophet of genuine 
American 


Idealism, we saw the war as a life and 
death struggle between two opposing 
principles—the atheistic principle that 
might makes right against the Naz- 
areno's 
principle 
of 
brotherhood, 


service and the reality of the ideal. 


"Today 
this American 
idealism 


seems sick unto death, and hi Its place 
there stalks a cynical scorn of ideals 
•which masquerades as American. The 
Prussian superman of national ma- 
terialism and selfishness was repudi- 
ated by the war, but it is now being 
courted by men who call themselves 
Americans. It "refuses to America a 
share in world responsibility, while it 
seeks to foster imperial exploitation of 
the less favored peoples at our doors. 


"The supreme element in American- 


ism, 
then, which impelled the Rain- 


bow heroes to their last great sacrifice 
is national service. Our entrance into 
the war was never doubtful. When 
the viper of Prusslanlsm was crushed, 
America 
held 
the 
unquestionable 


moral leadership of the world. To 
her, 
war-torn Europe looked expect- 


antly for aid to solve her vexing prob- 
lems. But partisan politics was deaf 
to the call and false to the traditions 
of Americanism. While all that for j 
which the war fought is in danger 
of being lost, America wastes her 
time in parrotirl: partisan political 
platitudes about a policy of isolation 
nnd the tradition of Washington and 
the fathers of 'avoiding entanglement 
alliances.' But we cannot repudiate 
now the ideal which called our coun- 
try into the war, and sent two million 
of our choicest youth across the sea. 
In the name of those who fell, we 
cannot repudiate it." 


"As we wait here 
in the shining 


presence of the Rainbow 
dead, let 


petty provincialism and political plati- 
tudes be forgotten; let pessimist, cyn- 
ic and political 
quack be brushed 


aside: let national selfishness be sunk. 
Tx>t us interpret our citizenship by the 
heroic devotion of our fallen com- 
rades, ready to snatch and bear aloft' 
the torch of a true Americanism 
that fell untimely from their failing 
hands.

J. B. Sanborn of Hortonvitle 
was 


one of the oldest pioneers who attend- 
ed the annual meeting of Outagamie 
County Pioneer association Tuesday. 
He is S3 years old and has been a resi- 
dent of Hortonvi!!c for the last SI 
years. AM & boy he made his home in 
Appleton for several years. 


His father. J. T. Sanborn. was one 


of the first three •white men to locate 
in Neenah. where he lived for three 
years. As soon as gold was discov 
ered in California, in 1849 he moved 
his wife and three children to Apple- 
ton purchasing two acres on what Is 
now North Division street from Henry 
U Blood, father of the late Fred 
Blood, and after Retting them com- 
fortably situated left for the Pacific 
coast, when he remained for several 
years. 


The family continued to make its 


home in Appleton until 1S70 when tt 
moved to Hortonville. Mrs. Proctor, 
a daughter, was the only member of 
the family to return to Appleton to 
reside in later years. 


Mr. Sanborn is as strong, vigorous 


and active as a man of 60. In address- 
ing the pioneers he said he had al 
ways taken an interest in Appleton. 
His first visit here was 75 years ago 
and he has observed the city's growth 
every since. He had seen its manu- 
facturing industries grow from a log 
blacksmith shop in the Third ward 
down to the present time. He also 
called attention to the growth of its 
stores one of the first of which was 
operated by Charles Mory. 


Mr. Sandborn also reviewed the pro- 
gress Appleton had made in its school 
system, recalling one of the county's 
earliest teachers. Daniel Huntley. 


Equally entertaining was a brief 


talk by John Pclio, 89. of Appleton. 
who modestly said it was the first 
time he ever appeared before an audi- 
ence. He is a mason by trade and 
told an interesting story of pioneer 
days. He helped to build Lawrence 
college and. said it was in 1853 that 
the last room was finished.

Fosdick's opinions carry weight be- 


cause of several years' study of po- 
lice systems of America and Europe 
and the causes, prevention and cure 
of crime. 


"The causes of crime are inter- 


woven with its prevention and cor*," 
said Fosdick. 


"Cure means two tremendous re- 


forms: a complete making over of 
our criminal court system, and the 
absolute 
divorca 
of police 
from 


politics. 


"These reforms cannot be accom- 


plished speedily. It must be a slow 
process of education. 


"I read every few days of legisla- 


tures considering the passage of laws 
increasing the penalty Tor crimes. 


"That doesn't mean anything. We 


do not check crime while, punishment 
remains uncertain. 


Certain Penalty 


"It is better to make a 30-year 


penalty certain—or even a 10-year 
sentence—than to have a 40-year pen- 
alty that is never inflicted. 


"A jury would be all the more hesi- 
tant to convict a man if the sentence 
was fixed at 40 years than it would 
be if the penalty were 20 years." 


Mixed 
population in America 
is 


named by Fosdick as one of the big 
causes of crime. 


He calls the London and Paris po- 


lice departments far 
more efficient 


than American forces, but says this 
is largely due to the homogeneity of 
population there. 


"Causes of crime,'* Foodick says,

•would employ. The Non-Partisan league , 
proposes to have government perform ' 
services for the farmer which are purely 
eonmercial and industrial. It proposes to 
, 


hare government finance his credit re- 
quirements through state banking, and to 
f 


act as an intermediary between produe- | 
tion and consumption, engaging in the ele- I 
valor, milling and storage business. 
i 


Tf the government should bank and mill 


and job for the farmers, it should by the 
name force of reasoning function in similar 
pursuits for every other producer. It 
should accommodate the consumer in like 
aspect. That -would puv an end to private 
enterprise except at the source of all sup- 
ply. It -would do away with the manufac- 
turer, wholesaler, jobber, merchant, bank- 
er. It. would in truth mark the termina- 
tion of capitalism, except in fundamental 
production. 
"We should then have state 


socialism. Ultimately it would compre- 
hend the sources of production. There is, 
for instance, more opinion favoring public 
»wnership of coal mines than for govern- 
ment flour mills. Ultimately the program 
must embrace the soil itself and that would 
he pure state socialism. Indeed, we have 
had a proposal in the legislature in connec- 
tion with the elevator and storage house 
bill to include public ownership of farms. 
The farmer cannot remain on an island of 
capitalism in a socialistic sea. 


The farmer does need power and pro- 


tection in the great industry in which he is 
engaged. Both are to be secured through 
Associated action. By pooling resources 
ihe farmer can make himself independent 
of agencies which may cripple his credit, 
his marketing facilities, his independence. 
•He may make whatever terms he may de- 
sire that are fair and reasonable with mill- 
ing interests.- with the commission man. 
•with the jobber. If he wishes he can build 
Hour mills and elevators and storage hous- 
es, lie can place himself beyond the reach 
*>f speculators, but h*> should not ask the 
fetate to do these things for him. but 
fc-hould do them for himself. 


The American farmer has an investment 


«>f $80.000,000.000. He posseses great- 
er wealth than all the manufacturers and 
railroads combined. He can take complete 
control of his industry into his own hands 
through organization, but it should D* bu- 
siness and not political organization. It 
t-honld be through private enterprise and 
3iot state socialism. Already he has the pat- 
tern set. The west affords some notable ex- 
amples. The California Fruit Growers asso- 
ciation, the California Associated Raisin. 
C'o. are conspicuous cases of business or- 
ganization which has resetted large indus- 
t ries from artificial influences that placed 
« he producer at the mercy of speculative 
undo) her interests. Today there is a stable, 
dependable market for citrons fruits and 
raisins at prices that are profitable. These 


- California industries have been revolution- 


ized through organization. They have been 
successful because they were founded on 
Kound business principles. Attempts to 
reach similar ends in North Dakota failed 
l>ecause they rested on unsound socialism. 


•lust as the manufacturers organize to 


safeguard their business and protect their 
markets, so may farmers organize. Just 
as the fruit grower? of the west have «*s- 
1,U>lij>bed efficient and powerful coopera- 
tion, so may the fanners cooperate. So 


as tho public js concerned it would 


agricultural organization, because

cate that President-elect Harding has com- 
pleted his cabinet. In addition to the se- 
lection of Mr. Hughes as secretary of state 
we have the definite announcement that 
Andrew Mellon. Pittsburgh banker and 
capitalist, -will be secretary of the treas- 
ury, and that Harry M. Daugherty, an 
Ohio politician. •*•:"!! be attorney -wr»l 
Both the Mellon and Daugherty appoint- 
ments have beeu severely criticized in th<5 
east, the former for his long association 
with so-called big business, his ownership 
in a distillery and alleged reactionary ten- 
dencies; the latter for connection with al- 
leged unsarory incidents in the political 
history of Ohio and lack of high pro- 
fessional standing. Most of this criticism, 
however, springs from the opposition press 
and is therefore not to be taken too seri- 
ously. It is true that Mr. Mellon is a very 
rich man and is identified with great finan- 
cial and industrial undertAkings, but th*t 
is no reason why he should not make a 
capable secretary \f treasurer, although it 
must be admitted his distillery interests 
and reactionary tendencies are against 
him. 
Mr. Dawes would have beeu a far 


better selection. The attorney general's 
office is a very important post in the 
administration. Out of it may come ser- 
vice of inestimable -ralue to the people, 
or service that is detrimental to the pub- 
lic and favors selfish interests. Mr. Daugh- 
erty gets the place as a personal and poli- 
tical favor. Undoubtedly a stronger man 
could have been found. Both Mr. Mellen 
and Daugherty will have to be judged by 
their records. 


The rest of the cabinet will be very ac- 


ceptable. Mr. "Weeks is well equipped to 
be secretary of war. and Edward Dendy of 
Detroit is a man of ability, well trained 
in public life and should have the qualifica- 
tions for successful administration of the 
navy. Aside from Hughes, Herbert Hoo- 
ver, provided the report that he is to b« 
secretary of commerce is substantiated, 
will be the other bright light of the ca- 
binet. Mr. Hays is made postmaster-gen- 
eral purely as a political reward. Senator 
Fall of New Mexico as secretary of interior 
wfll favor a vigorous policy toward Mex- 
ico. 
The appointment of James J. Davis 


of Pennsylvania to be secretary- of labor, 
should it develop, will be an experiment 
in a man who was once a steel worker and 
'who has now riaen to the position of 
banker. 


The cabinet as at present outlined is a 


mixture of progressives, reactionaries and 
middle-roaders; of big men and men not 
so big. It takes in practically every 
element of the party. So far as in- 
dividual competency is concerned it is ^a 
good cabinet. It will at least insure consid- 
eration of national policies and govern- 
mental affairs from different viewpoints.
